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THE SUGAR BUSINESS. 


BY TELEGRAPH! 


Uader the Tariff Act of 1883 there was a 


duty of two cents per pound on raw nugar 
imported into the United Statea Irom all 
foreign countries, except the Hawaiian la- 
lands, from which sugar was admitted free 
The revenue derived from the duty on su- 
gar amounted to about $63,000,000 a year. 
The MoKinley bill, as originally reported 
to the House of Ksprestntativep, reduced 
the duly on sugar to e. oeut and a half per 
pound, and the bill was finally amended by 
placing sugar, wuioh, it was alleged, was 
only produced in a State that was hope- 
lessly Democratic, on the free list. 
This 


aroused opposition in unexpected quaiters. 
Kansas farmer* claimed that they could 
produce sugar from sorghum its cheap as 
Louisiana 
pUntera 
could 
make 
it 


from cane, aud the maple sugar makers of 
Vermont actually threatened to vote -the 
Democratic ticket. The Veimont Senators 
went to the rescue of their constituents and 
informed the House "Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, which reported the MoKinley bill, 
that they would defeat the bill in the 
Senate if sugar waa placed on the free list. 
To placate the Verrnonters and silence the 
opposition from 
Kansas, the bill was 


amended by providing a bounty of two 
cents per pound for all the sugar produoed 
iu the United States. This bounty, it is 
estimated, will amount to over $10,000,000, 
which, with the revenue derived fiom the 
duty on imported sugar, will make an an- 
nual diSarence to the Government of ab ut 
$73,000,000. That would be all right if 
the people are to bs benefited to the extent 
of a reduction of two centa per pound—the 
amount of the tariff whioh waa,cut off— 
in the price of the article. The question 
now is, will such a reduolion be made in 
the price? Very many will answer in the 
negative for the reason that there is a 
tariff on refined sugar, and it is feared that 
the refiners, not the consumers, wil! be 
benefited by placing raw sugar on the fiee 
list. 


The clause in the MoKinley bill making 


sugar free went into effect oa the 1st iu- 
Btaot, There should, therefore, be a re- 
duotion of two cants per pound in the price. 
. The refiners, according 10 report, have en- 
tered into an agreement to prevent this. 
The SpreckltB and Havemeyer admit that 
they have an understanding with each 
other, but the terms are confidential BUI! 
not for the public. It ia reported, how- 
ever, that a division of territory has been 
made, by the terms of which SpreoRles s 
to withdraw from Philadelphia and have 
all the territory West of the Bucky Mount- 
Bios ami the Sugur Trust all East of that 
line. 
Should such prove to be the fuot 


and no material reduction is made in thu 
price of sugar, the surmise tbut the bill waa 
drawn to benefit the refiners more than 
the people, will be a confirmed fact.

It is rumored that B<irao de Fava's recall 


is due to a scandal with which he IB alleged 
to have been connected, not on accjnat of 
the New Orleans troubles. Six months 
ago the Italian Government was informed 
that he waa connected with a padrone 
system, and also with frauds in the pur- 
chase of tobacco for Italy. 
He was then 


recalled but hud sufficient influence wiih 
the Crispi Ministry to have his recall held 
in obeyance. 
With the change in the 


Italian Ministry his iflueuce waned and be 
was ordered home, the Italian Government 
being dissatisfied with him, not with the 
United Stales' The Baron made the New 
Orleans offmr a pretext for taking his de- 
parture and causing a sensation by creating 
the impression that Italy had closed its 
diplomatic relations with the United States, 
before it ascertained that the men lynched 
by the mob at New Otleuas wera subjects 
of King Humbert. 


Tho Carson Appeal predicts that the 


secret ballot law will compass the defeat of 
the Republican party, as it has been 
obliged to' purchase a thousand votes at 
each election to carry the ticket. Tbe Ap- 
peal doubtless knows something about the 
vote-puroh'ismg business, and what it soya 
H not disputed even by the official organs 
of the boss-governed party.

Secretary Elaine's Letter. 


Special to the Journal. 


WASHINGTON, April 1.—Secretary BUine 


to-day wrote a letter to the Italian Charge 
D* Affaires in regard to Baron Fava'srecall. 
The Secretary eays: "I beg to express the 
sincere regret with which the Government 
of the United States receives the intelli- 
gence of Baron Fava'B speedy departure 
from this Capital. Though he has more 
than once intimated this purpose, the Gov- 
ernment of the United States has been un- 
able to see adequate reasons for such a 
step. The Barou's service here (or the 
past ten years has been distinguished at 
all times by the moat agreeable relation 
with the Executive Department of tb'B 
Government. Regret at his leaving is en- 
hanced when, as the President believes, be 
has been recalled under a misapprehension 
of facts by the Government of Italy. 
The 


cause of his assuud.rjng his diplomatic re- 
lations with this Government is thus given 
in Baron Fava's note. 


'Beparaiion demanded by the Govern- 


ment of the King, BH I had the honor to 
inform you in our interviews, held during 
the last few days, were to consist of the 
following-points: 


Fir.t—Official a.snranoe by the Federal 


Governmwnt that the guilty parties should 
be brought to justice. 


Second— Recognition in principle; that 


an indemnity is due the relatives of the 
victims.' 


The first demand thus stated by Baron 


Fava is slightly changed in the phrase 
from that employed by him in hie many 
verbal requests, based on a telegram from 
Marquis Rndiui which he left with me. 
Marquis Kudini declared that 'Italy's right 
to demand and lo obtain the punishment 
of the murderers, and indemnity lor the 
victims is unquestionable,' 


It ia inferred from this that Baron Fava's 


change of pha^e meant no changs of de 
mocid. I have endeavored to impiess upon 
him in several personal interviews with 
whioh he has honored me, that the Gov- 
ernment of the United States is utterly 
unable to give the assurance which Marqui- 
Budini has demanded. 


Even if the National Government ha 1 


entire jurisdiction over the alleged murder- 
ers it could not give assurance to any 
foreign 
power 
that 
thfy 
should 
be 


punished. The President is unable to see 
how any government could justly give an 
assurance of this character in advance of a 
trial and verdict of 'guilty.' In the Con- 
stitution of the United States it is declared 
that ' In all criminal prosfcntions the 
accused shall enjoy the right to a speedy 
and public trial by an impartial jury of the 
State and district wherein the crime shall 
bu committed.' It needs no argument to 
prove that the jury could not be impartial 
if it were in any sense, or to any degree 
bound before ihe trial of the accused by 
the assurance which the President of the 
United States bad ventured to give n 
foreign power. In the Constitution of the 
SUte of Louisiana, under whose immedi- 
ate jurisdiction the crimes were committed, 
substantially the same provision is found. 
So the Governor of that Stite would be as 
unable to give a pledge in advance lor the 
result of the trial under the State law as 
the President would ba were it practicable 
to try the leaders of the mob under the law 
of the United States. 


In B.iron Fava'a second point he de- 


mands reoogni'ion in principle; that in- 
demnity is dae to the relatives of the vic- 
tims. 
He is assuredly under a grave error 


when he declares that the United States 
Government declined to take this demand 
into consideration, and I shall regret it if 
he has communicated any such conclusion 
to your Government. • The United Stat«8, 
so far from refusing, has distinctly recog- 
nized the principle of indemnity to those 
Italian 
subjects 
who may 
have been 


wronged by a violation of rights secured lo 
them under the treaty with the United 
States of February 20, 1871. 


I have repeatedly given to Baron Fuva 


the assurance that, under direction of the 
President, all the facts and incidents con- 
nectei with the unhappy trngedy at New 
Orleans, on lhn lltli of March last, should 
be most thoroughly investigated. I have 
also informed him that in a matter of such 
gravity the Government of the United i 
Statea would not be unduly hurried, nor I 


will it mike aoswtr to any demand until 
every fact essential to correct judgment 
aball have been fully ascertained through 
legal author, ity. 
The impatience of the 


aggrieved may be natural, bat its indul- 
gence does oot always secure the most sub- 
stantial justice 


An AffKresalve Attitude.

WASHINGTON, Apiil 1.—A careful perusal 


of Secretary Elaine'* letter to the Italian 
Charge D' Affairs, warrants the aasamp- 
tion that from the very beginning of the 
correspondence nnd negotiations on the 
subject treateJ, the Italian Minister as- 
sumed an aggressive attitude. The Secre- 
tary says the Baron " has more than once 
intimated this purpose," (to depart speed- 
ily) which clearly demonstrates that the 
Minister threatened to leave Washington 
eirly in the negotiations. 


Attorney General Miller said to a repre- 


sentative of the Associated Press this aft- 
ernoon that instructions were sent to the 
United States District Attorney at New 
Orleans, to make a thorough iuvestigstion 
of Ihe case. 
He was asked lor a report 


in detail, the nationality of each of the 
men killed, and how many, if any, bad 
any connection witb the murder of Hen- 
nesy, and in short, to get all the facts and 
report as soon as possible.

tbe Trick—There Are Three Division* 
of \Vhat It Generally Called Ventrllo- 
qatotn—A Few Practical Hint*. 
Ventriloquism is •without doubt an 


ancient art, one which was and is at the 
present time surrounded by a halo of 
mystery. It is remarkable that in thia 
advanced age so much doubt and mis- 
conception prevail respecting ventrilo- 
quism. This is due in a great measure 
to the fact that the happy possessors of 
the gift aro inclined to retain the secrets 
for their own profit, and so prevent a 
host of competitors from taking the field. 


Ventriloquism is not a gift; it depends 


in a great measure on the histrionic abil- 
ity of the student as to whether he will 
succeed in making a mark or not, but it 
is nevertheless true that any one possess- 
ing a certain amount of perseverance 
and zeal can become to a certain extent 
an exponent of the fascinating art, cans- 
ing their friends to wonder at the num- 
ber of voices within them. Those so en- 
dowed are able, if they seize the oppor- 
tunity, to cause considerable amuse- 
ment or annoyance to their fellows, but 
not to the extent that a great many peo- 
ple believe. 


The writer has been asked on numer- 


ous occasions to "throw" his voice to the 
side of a person some distance off, so 
that it would appear to proceed from his 
own pocket or some other equally absurd 
place. 


Now aa to the moaning of the word 


ventriloquism. It is derived from the 
Latin roots venter, the belly, and loquor, 
to speak; but belly speaking is certainly 
a misnomer, and leads many people to 
imagine that the voices are produced 
from that portion of the body. That is 
not so, the ventriloquial voice being 
formed purely and simply in the throat, 
the muscles of the stomach only being 
requisite to give sufficient strength or 
power to the voice. 
Ventriloquism, may 


be classed under three heads: Ventrilo- 
quism proper, colloquism nnd poly- 
phonism. 
Under 
the first of these 


beads comes the distant voice; that 
is, 
imitation 
of 
sounds 
as 
they 


appear when heard from a distance 
and in various places and directions. 
The "man-up-the-chimney, on-the-roof 
and down-the-cellar" illusions, which 
nearly every ono has had 
an op- 


portunity of hearing, are the outcomes 
of this voice. Again, there are the 
"street cries," in which the performer 
has a miniature drawing room window, 
and gives imitations of varied and hu- 
morous well known sti'eet cries, heard 
first a long way off; then gradually the 
man is heard coming nearer and nearer, 
passing the window, and going slowly 
away again in the distance. 
The win- 


dow being made to open and close makes 
the illusion perfect. 


Colloquism consists of the imitations 


of various human voices; for instance, it 
is usual for most ventriloquists to intro- 
duce comical, life size, talking automata, 
the heads of which are made of papier 
inache, the interiors being fitted with 
springs and cords, by the aid of which 
tho performer controls tho mouth, eyes, 
hair, etc., of his talking family—the 
mouths of which being made to move at 
the same time as the words are uttered 
by the performer, and, owing to the un- 
certainty of the direction from which 
sounds emanate, and which, by the way, 
is the true secret of all ventriloquial il- 
lusions, the voice really appears to pro- 
ceed from the figures. 


PoJyphonism or uiimiory is the imita- 


tion of cattle, sheep, sawing, planing, 
etc. This branch of ventriloquism is 
rather difficult to acquire, although there 
are numerous sounds that can be copied 
without any particular gift. A great 
mac*- persons are excellent mimics with- 
out being ventriloquists, for in nearly 
every school can doubtless be found a 
youth who amuses his fellows in the play- 
ground corner with his crowing and 
cackling 


A few practical hints as to the modes 


of procedure to bo followed by would be 
learners may not be out of place here, 
although half a dozen lessons from a 
good i.rofessional would do infinitely 
more for them than all the books that 
have ever been written upon the subject, 
and which, by the way, are usually a 
mii.ss of theoretical phraseology. Before 
any attempt is made with the voice tho 
student must be prepared to devote the 
same tune and attention to the breath, 
which be must get entirely under con- 
Srol, so !is to be able to hold it for a con- 
siderable time without straining. 
This, 


of course, must be u gradual process. 
Before commencing to practice a strong 
nspiration should be taken, as the lungs 
equire to be furnished with a plentiful 
supply of fresh air, which has to be well 
controlled nnd allowed to escape grad- 
ually 
He must endeavor to breathe 


through his nose and keep his mouth 
shut. This is a hint which it would be 
as well for every one to remember, and 
so save ii great deal of cold catching and 
'llness. The learner must study ut all 
;imes to imitate sounds, not as they are 
leard ut their source, but aa they fall 
upon the ear after traveling from a dis- 
;ance. That is the golden rule of ven- 
;riloqm'sm, and if it is continually kept 
n mind success is certain. As conjurers 
endeayor to deceive the eye, so ventrilo- 
quists try to deceive the ear. 


The "distant voice" originates at that 


spot in the throat where the "cluck" 
lakes place when drinking, so without 
any facial contortions or movement of 
;he lips the words must be forced against 
;he back part of the palate one by one, 
with n series of short, quick breaths, at 
:he same time strengthening the sounds 
sy using the muscles of the stomach, 
which will give them increased power, 
BO that they will reach the audience 
clear and distinct. 
The farther off the 


sound is siipposed to bo the smaller the 
quantity of breath must be expired. The 
jreat fault with beginners is straining 
ifter effect. 
No sooner do they make a 
.ittle headway and begin to feel their 
'eet than they want to run, a proceeding 
which will bring their endeavors to a 
dismal failure.—Chambers' Journal.
